b. Sketch of torpedo to chow available space for exploder equipment. The 
exploder should be located near the head of the torpedo, and the distance between 
sender and receiver should be between 100 and 125 cm. 

c. Number of seconds after "shot" that exploder mechanism should begin 
operation. 

I am sure other technical questions will arise throughout the construction period of 
the exploders.
